of old dend trees( delinereth forth an extraordinaty va- 
pour , and that yapour entrerh the hulſew concane next 
vnder the Egges, where in timeir picrceth theaforeſaid 
mixed carrh:whichtoucheth the aſhes whercon-the Egge 's 
#relaid , and ſ6ferncth ns/a neceſſa1 , receptacle ' for- all 
the heate comiving from vnderneath. This Artificial] 
heate glyding thiongh the embers whereon the Fgpges 
dothb ers warme through rhc#hclls, and ſo 
infuſeeh life by the fame preportiens of heatc : thus in 
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* which I was of foree to paſſe, before T could come tothe 
holy Land. Then we departed from the Towne Philbirs, 
rrauelling all night in company withthe Caravan of Da- 
waſco,& the fourteenth ar nine of the clocke, wee pirched 
.. our tents at Baharo in the land of Geean, From thence 
wee departed that night , andthe 15 .ar night,we pitched 
at Sa/hia, which isto the caſtward ofthe land of Gozar, 
and ſtands on the borders of the Arabian Deſerts : there 
welſtayed two daies,for feare of the wilde Araberand de- 
rted thence,the 17. Wee paſſed thar night, ouera great 
ridge, vnder which theſalt-water ſtanCeth. Th.s water 
comes out uf the Sea from the parts of Damregra, and by 
mens hands was cut our bf that place, 1oune hundred and 
fifty miles into the maine Land, by Prolomens King of 
e/£2 ypt, who purpoſed to-bring the Red ſea and the Medi- 
terran all into one 3; but when hee foreſaw, thatit hee had 
gone through with his worke, all his Country had beene 
quite drowned, he gaue it ouer, & builded a bricge there to 
paſſe oger. This place parteth Arabia and ,£2ypr,& no ſoo- 
ner had we paſt this bridge, but we wereſer vponby thewi'd 
Arabes,an3 notwith(tanaing our great company ( for we 
were more thena 1000pertons ) a Camel loaden with 
Callicoes was taken from vs , 4 of our men hurt, and one 
of them mortally wounded, & the Arabes ran away with 
the prey, we being vnable to helpe it,becauſe it was night. 
The nex: day,we Pitched by a wel of brackiſh water:but I 
forgor to rell you,that my fellow Pilgrtme, M /ohn Burrell, 
eſcaped very narrow.y inthe laſt nights bickering:therewe 
reſted our ſelues,till 3 of the clocke inthe afternoon,which 
they call Laſara;forthe Arabian; and «s E2yptianc diuide the 
day into foure parts ; rhen we departed, &pitched the next 
merning at a Caſtle inthe deſert,called Carga,whichis ons 
of the three Caſtles which the Turkes keepe inthe deſertgo 
defend all trauellers from the wild Ar abes: Ther efore there 
we paid a certaine taxe, which was ſixty pecces of filuer,of 
two pence a peece value, for each man,or ys lexenty lixe 
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peeces for a Cainell laden,and fourtecne for a Mule 3 Ha- 
aing paid rhis impoſition we departed, and pitched againe 
the 16. at another brackiſh well, from whence ſetting 01- 
wa:d, weepitched the 20 of March,at the ſecond Caſt'e 
called Arris, kept alſoby the Tarkes, in the {aid deſerts, 
where our taxe was but twenty pecces of filuer for each 
p:ſſenger , and thirty fora Camell. Fromchence,we were 
giided bymany Souldiersro the third caſtiecalled Raphart, 
making one. long journey of: 4 ho:res-together : Here it 
isfaid,chat the Kings of egypt and /udea, fought many 
grea: Battailes ; which ro mce l(ecmed very vnlikely, be= 
cauſe there 1s nothing toxelecuean army withall, except 

nd and falt water. | 
There we paid ten peeces euxcry paſſenger, and 20 for a 
beaft.Sodepartingthence,the 22 in the morming,we pitch 
ed at Gaz11n Pale//ine, a goo.ily truitfall country, &there 
we werequitred of all the deſerts. ſnthistowne I ſaw the 
place where(as they told v8)Samp/o puld downethe two 
Pillars.and flew the Phitiftins ; and ſurely it appearestobe 
'thefame to wne, by reaſGnof the ſituation of the country : 
There we payd 24 peecesfor each beaſt, and ten each paſ- 
{nger.From thence we departedand pitched at aplace cal- 
led in Arabian, Ceanwie , but by the Chriſtians called Ber- 
fo4ba,being vponthe borders of /«dea,where we paid but 
2 peeces Of filuer cach one,and foure for a beaft. Departing 
th:nce, the 23 in the morning,we' pitched our Tents vpon 
agreene cloſe vnder the wals of Ramoch in Cilcad: there 
T itayedall the day, and wrote eight lerters for Exgland by 
the forenaned/ aranan which went for Darraſco, tobe cg 
veied tro Confantinople, and ſo for England. The next day 
being -he 2 (inthe morninz,T with other Chriſtians ſer to- 
ward leruſalem, & the great Caravan went their way for 
Damiſco, bat we pitched ſh5rt that night ata place called 
mm” Arabian, Cdechelanth , being 16 miles from Hebroy, 
where the Sepalchre of our facher Abraham is, and  litle 
mlies fro [er»/a/ers,Fromthence we departing inthe mor- 
nip 
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Ring being our Lady day in Lent, and g of the clocke befote 
noone, | {aw the City of lernſalct, when kneeling downe, 
and ſaying the Lords prayer, gane God' moſt hartythanks 
for conducting mee hither,to behold foe holy a place with 
My eyes, whcreet T had read ſoc often before. Commung 
withina furjong of the gates , 1 with my companion. M. 
Tohn Burrell went ſinging and prayſing God, till we came 
. tothe weſt gateof the City, and there he ſtayed, becauſe it 
.1snot lawfull fora Chriſtian to enter vnadmitted.My com- 
panionaduiſcd meto fay,l was a Greeke,onely ro auoyd go- 
'1ng tO maſſe: but I net hauing the Greeke tongne, refuted 
foe to doe, telling him eucnar the entry of rhe gates, that 1 
world neither deny my Country,nur Religion, whereupon 
being demanded, who we were , Maſter 196% Barrel! (an- 
Awering in the Greeke tongue ) tuld them rhat hee was a 
_Greeke, and I an Engliſhman, This gaue him admittance ro 
the Greeke Patriai kegbur I was ſeazed on and calt intoprr 
fon, betore I had ſtayed a full houre at the gare; for the 
Turkes flitly denicd,that they had cuer heard eyther of my 
Queene or cquntry, or that ſhe paid them any tribute. The 
Pater Gnardian, who is the detender of all Chrifſtan Pil- 
#" mes {and the principa!l procuret of my imprifonment, 
becauſe I did not offcr my lelfe vnder his prote8ion, but 
confidently ſtood to be rather proteRted vuder the Turke, 
then the Pope)made the Turke foe mnch my enemy, that I 
wagTeputed to.be a ſpy, and ſoc by noe meanes could I be 
releaſed rom the dungeon. 
Now giue me fauur totel you how it pleaſed God(thatvery 
day):odeltner me,and grant me paſſe as a Proteſtant, with- 
out. yeelding to any. other ceremony,then carriage of a wax 
candle onely , far beyond my cxpeation. Here let mee re- 
member you,chat when I ſtaicd at Rawoth inGi/ead,where 


TI wrotethe 8.letters for England, by che Cerauan of 'Da- 


maſce; hauing ſo goodleaſure, 1went toa Fountaine to 
wath my foule linen, and being earneſt about my bulines, 


 tuddenly there came g Moore vnto mee, -who taking my 
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cloachs out of my hand, and calling me by my name, ſayd 
he wou!d helpc me. 

You doubr not, but this was ſome amazement to me, to 
heare tſucha mancall me by my name , and in a place ſo for 
diſtant from my friends,country andacquaintance ; whicl 
he perceiuing,boidly thus ſpake in the French tongue; why 
Captaine, 1 hope you haue nor forgotten me, for it is not 
yer 49 daics !ince youſet mea land at Alexandria, with the 
reſt of thoſe paſſengers you brought from Argier, in your 
ſhip called the Troian? and here is another inthis Carauas, 
whom you likewiſe bronght in company with ,that, would 
not bec alittle glad to ſee you. I demandeg of him, if hee 
dwelt there ? he anſwered meno,faying that he and his fel- 
low were going in that Car«wan to Damaſco (which place 
they eall Sham ) and from thence to Begdat, which we call 
Babylen&trom thenceto Mecha to make,a Hadgee,for ſo 
they are called when they haue been at Meche: moreoner, 
he told me, that he dwelt in the Citie of Fefſe in Barbary, 

This man (in my mind) God ſent te beethe meanes of 
mine immediate dcliuery: For after I had raken goed no- 
tice ofhim, I well remcmbred that I law hiumin my ſhip, 
though one manamong z 00 is not very readily known-for 
ſo maiy brough: Ifro Argier into thole parts,of different 
Nations tas Turkes ,Moorcs, ſewes and Chriftians : I deſi- 

red this man to bring me to the fight of his ether copanien, 
which(hauing waſhed my lina )he did,& him 1 knew ve- 
readily. Theſe two concluded, the one ofthem would 
epart thence withthe Caravans the 0:rher goalong with 
me to lernſalem,which was Þ Moorc before remembred:& 
fach kind care had the Infidel of me $ he would not leaue 
me vnaccompanied inthis range Land:which I ciner bur 
impute to Gods eſpecial prouidence for my deliterance our 
of or elſe had I beene left in moſt miſcrable caſe. 
When this Moore ſaw me thus impriſoned in er»/alcmm, 
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Baſtiw ofthe Citic, and tothe Seviacke, before whom hee 
tooke hisoath , 'that I was a Mariner ofa ſhip, which had 
brought two hundrcd and fifty, or three hundred Tuikes 
and Moores1into e/£xypt tom Argier and Taxir,their jour» 
ney being vnto Mecha, 

This Moore(in rcgard he was a Mu/ulmarn) gyevailed ſo 
well wich them, that returning with ſixe Turkes backe to 
priſon, he calle d me to the doore,& there ſaid vnto megthat 
i: I would goe to the houſe of the Pater Guardian ,and yeeld 
my lclfe ynder his proteRien, 1 ſhould bee inſurced ron 
Religion but mine owns, except it Were tO catry acandle z 
rothe which I willingly condeſcended. 

$0 paying the charges of the priſon, I was preſently 
dcliucred,&brought to the Guardians Monaſtery,where the 
Pater comming to me,tooke mee by the hand,&bad me wel- 
come, maruclling I would (o much erre fro Chriſtianity, as 
to put my ſelfe rather vnder the Turks,then his proteRioa; 
I told him,whar I did, was becauſe that 1 would not goto 
Maſſc,but keepe my conſcience to my (elfe;He replye6, that 
many Engliſhmen had bene there, but ( being Catbolques) 
went to Maſle , telling the Turkes atthe Gates entrance, 
that they were Fren:hmen, tor the Turkes know not what 
you meane by the word Englybmar,aduiling me further, 
that when any of my countrymen ynderrook the like tra- 
uaile , atthe gates of Jeruſalem they ſhould terme them-. 
{clues geicher Frenchmen, or Britrans becauſe they are well 
knowne to the Turkes. 

This,or ſuch like conference paſt betweene vs:and fur-" 
ther he aſked me, how old our Gore Mateſty was , and 
whatwasthe reaſon (hegaue nothing tothe maintenauce of 
the holy Sepulchre, aſwell as ether Kings and Princes did ? 
with diuerſe other friuelous queſtiens whereto Ianſwe- 
redaccurdingly. This day being ſpent cugnto twi-light, 
M. lohn Burrel,who pefſcd asa Greek without any trouble, 
came invnto vs, being neuerthelefſe conRrained to this 
Menaſtery,or elſe he aught not ſtay inthe Cicie; for ſ:ch 
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{ray doe the Papilts carry there, that no Chriſtan ſtran- 


ger can have admitcance there, bur hee muſt bee protected 
vader them,or not entcr the Ciry. M. 8wrre// and [being 
together inthe court of the Monaſtery , 12, fat-fed Friars 
came forth ymto vs, each of them carrying a wax-capdle 
burning, and two ſpare candles belides,the one for M. Bur- 


rellzthe other tor me. Another Fryar brought agreat baſon , 


of warme water, mingled with Rofes,and other ſweere 
flowers ; and a Carpet being ſpread on the ground , and 
Cufhions in chaires {cc o1derly tor vs;the Pater Guardian 
came and ſer vs doiwne, giuing each of vsa cand!cjn 
hands, then came a F:1ar and puld off our hoſe, and fett1 
theBalon on the Cupes waſhed our feete. 

' Soc ſoone as the Friar beganto waſh, the twelue Friars 
began to ſing, continuing foc,till our feete were waſked, 
which being done, they went along ſinging, and wewith 
the Grardras came to a Chappell inthe Monaſtery, where 
one of them began ag oration in forme of a Sermon , ten- 
ding to this «fc; how meritorious it was for ys,to vifi:e 
the boly land,and ſer thoſe lanAtitied places where our Saui- 
'ours feetehad trode. 

The fermon being ended, rhey brought vs vntoa cham- 
ber where our ſupper was preparcd; thcre we fed ſome- 
what fearcfully, in regard thar ſtrange cats haue as ſtrange 
qualities: but committing our ſclues roGodgand their out- 
ward app:aring Chriſtian kindeneſle, wee fell to heartily, 
fupt very bounrifuſly, and after ( praifing God ) werc lod. 
ged decently. Thus much for my firſt entertamement in 
Terufalem, which was the 25.0 f March 1610, being our 
Lady day in Lent. Now fullowes what the Friars after- 
ward fhtwedrhe, being thereto appointed by the Pater 
Gwartjay,' Earcly the next morning wee arofe, and hauin 

 falutedthe Pater Guardian, he appointed ſeauen Friars at) 
a Trouchiman : ſoc foorth we went to ſee all the holy places 
in the City which were to be ſcene, except thoſe 1n Sepul- 
chra Santta ; for that required a whole dayes worke mink 
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II 
ward, and at euery place where wee came, wee kneeled 
downe, and ſaid the Lords prayer, The firſt place of note 
tliat the Friars ſhewed vs, was the place Tudiciall next the 
houſe of Peronica Santa; and demanding of them whar 
Saint that was , they cold me,ir was ſhe that did wipe our 
Sauiours face, as hee paſſed by in his agony. © 
Deſcending & little lower inthe ſame (treer, they ſhewed 
me the way whichour Sauiour Chrift weut to crucifying, 
called by them ; Via Doloroſa. | 

Then oa the right hand in the ame ſtreet, Iwas hewed 
thchouſe of the rich glutron, at whoſe gare poore deſpiſcd 
Lazarnilay.” , | 

Holding of our way down this ſtreet, we came to atur- 
ning paſſage on the lefc hand, whence they rold me, Sino 
Cyrenias was coinming toward the Dolorous way , when 
the Souldicrs ſceing bim, called him, andcompelled him 
againſt his will, preſently ro he!pe our Sauiour to carry 
his Croſſ:, 

| Then they told me , that inthar ſame place the people 
wepc, when Chriſt anſwering , faid vyntothem, Oh danghe 
terrof leruſalem weepe wot for mee, 

Next they ſhewed nee, the Church where the Virgin 
Mary tell into an agony , when Chriſt paſſed by carrying 
his Crole | | 
; « Afterward;they bought me to Pi/ares Palace , which 
thoyughit be all rujnated, yet is thereanold Arch offtone, 
which is till maintained by the Chriftiansz &irt ſtanding 
full.inthe high way we paſled vnder it : machlike rhe way 
of paſſage ynd:r M. Hammoens houſe in the Bulwarkc, 
but that the Arch ishigher : for vpon that Archyis a Gal- 
lery which admitteth paſſage (ouer our heads ) from one 


| fide of the trecte tothe ocher:for Pifares Palace extendeth 


ouer the high way on both (ides, and Ps/#zc! had rwo great 
windswes in thefaid Gallery,togaze out borh waies into 
the ſtreet, as Matter Harmon hath the like aduantage at 
both his windowes. * * | = 
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Into this Gallery was our Sauijour brought, when he 
was ſhowen vnto che lewes, &they ſtandmg below in the 
{treer, heard the words, Eece Homo. A litle fiom this place, 
is the foot of rhe ſtaires, where our Sautour did firſt take vp 
his Croſſe. Then they brought me to the place whererhevir- 
gi Mary was concciued & borne, which is the Church of 
S. Anna,and noe Turkiſh Church.Nexc,they ſhewed me the 
poole where Chriſt cleanſed the Leapers,and then guidi 
metros, Srewens gate,a little withu it vpon the lett hand, 
they ſhewe.izme the Rone wherewithS, Srewen was ſtoned. 

From hence, ſaw the ſtaires going vp toPort «Areas; at 
which port there are diucrs Reliques to be ſeene:it wasthe 
Eaſt gate of the 'Temp!e which S«/omon built ypon mount 
Aeriah,in which Temple was the place of Sanitnm Santto- 
ram, but now in that placcis builta goodly great 
Church belonging to the Turkes. 

Thus ſpent 1the ſecond day , being the 26 day of March, 
all withinthe gates of /er»/a/em,exccpt my going to ſeethe 
{tone,wherewith Saint Stewex was {toned. the next day 
being the : 7, hauirg done our duty to Ged, and the Par-y 
Guardian, we hired Aﬀes tor the Friers , and Trouchman 
toride on, and gving forth the Citi gates, wee mounted, 
ang rode directly towards Bythinia, 

By the way as we rode,they ſhewed me the place of the 
ſruitelefle fig-tree, which Chrift curſed ; next,the Caſtle of 
Lazargs,that Lazarus,whom Chrift loued ſo well: tor bis 
houſe or Caftle was in Bythini , but it was vtterly ruina- 
ted, and nothing tobe ſcene, bur the two ſives of the wall. 

Inthe ſame Towne, they ſhewed me the houſe of Mary 
Aagdate,but fo ruinated,tbat nothing is!eft of it, bur a peece 
of a wall:thereI ſaw likewiſe Martbaes nupry 7 mwyes, Fad 
2 peecesiof a wal::&thencethey brought me ro Þ ſtone where 
the two liſters told Chriſt that Lazar»; was dead,fro when- 
ce paſſing ongthey ſhewed me rhe place, where our Sauiour rai. 
le@i Laz.are; from death,aſtet he had layne three daics inthe 


ground, & wherc hce was buried afterward, when he _. 
ava -. 
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"This place hath beenenorably kept fromthe beginain 
and is repaired ſtill by the Chriſtians : bur yer inpoore an 
very bare fort: And thisis all that I ſaw in Byrhinsa, 

From hence we rode vnto mount Oliver, and paſſing by 
Bethphage,they brought me tothe place where our Sauiour 
tooke the Aſle and Colt when hee rode to /er»ſalemy 
Palme-ſanday.Riding fro Berhphage directly North, wee 
came t0 the foot of Mount Oliet,where they ſhewed mee 
the place Bexedsia of the Virgin A4aries Annunciation i& 
aſcending tothe top of y mount, wee ſaw the place of our Sa- 
uiears Aicenſion; Ar the fight whereot we laid our prayers, 
and were commanded withall to fay tiue Pater Nofters,and 
fine Awe Maries, but we (aic the Lordspraygr,took notice 
of the placc,and departed, This is the very ighelt part of 
Mount Olmert , and hence wy be di{cerned inany notable 
places:as hiſt, Welt fro it is the proſpe of the new Citie 
of Ler»ſ/alem:Soutb-velt from ir;may be ſeen the proſpe&R 
of Mount Syew, which is aGioyning tonew Ieraſalem: al- 
ſoin the valey betweene Syon andthe Mo..nt whezeon L 
ſtood , I ſaw the Brooke Cedron; the Poole Silo;the Gar- 
den wherein our Saviour prayed, the place where after- 
ward he was betrayed, _ diucrſe other norable things in 
this valley of Gerbſemmane : as the rombe of Ab/alon, King 
:Damids ſon, the tombe of [ebofbaphar and others,which 1 
will (peak of, when I come to thera- 

Full South from Mount Olixer, I cou'd ſee the places 
wecame laſt from:as all B yshinia and Bethphage :alio Eaſt 
north-caft from/this Mount , may beſeene both the Riuer 
.of Iordan , which 1s ſome 15 miles oft,and lericho,which 
isnot far, becauſe it is tothe Weſtward of Fordes, 

From Mount O/zer Eaſt and Eaſt South-,Eaft ,may hee 
ſcene the lake of Sodew and Gemerrha , which is ſome 
100 miles long , and 8 miles vuer : all theſeplaces I ſer 
withthe Compifſe , when I was on Mount O1iwet ; for [ 
ſtayed ontherop ot ic,fome two houres. & a halfe, hauing 
alittle Compaſſe abour me. Ws 
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Deſcending hence towar.} the foore Weſtwards, we came

From hence we came tothe place where Chriſt wept for 


Tern/alem , and from thence to the place where the Virgin 
HMHary gaue the Girdle to S. Thomas; and thew tothe place 


where the prayed for S. Stewz#, All rheſe laſt were com- 
ming Jowne Mount O/z#er, toward the valley of Gerhſe- 
mexe,where by the way we cane toohr Ladies Church, 
- wherein is her Sepulchre, and the Sepulchre ofher Hu. 
band le/epb, with the Sepulchre of A #4, * and many 
others in thar Church.  _ 
This Charch ſtandethat the fooreof Mount O/teer , & 


was built (as they ſay) by Helena the mother of Conftau- 
#5ne the Great :Here the Friers went into the Virgin 214 


rier' Sepuletre, and there either ſaid. 'Maſſe or prayers, 
while we in the meane time went'to dinner. * x 
In this Church isa fountaine of exceeding fine water , 
and in regard wee went downeina Vault, as it wesc,it 
giteth a marne!luus lowd eccho,or ſound. 
Hence we went to the Caue whether /#das came to be- 
tray Chriſt when He wasat prayers,and thenceto rhe 
den where oar Sanionr; left his Diſciples, commanding

. Then came weett-ſconeto the pooleof Silo, wherin M. 


Berrel&l waſhed our (clues, &hence we were ſhewen the 
place where the Pi opher E/#y wasſawen in peeces: thence 
they guided vs toan excecding deepe well wherethe Iewes 
(asthey ſay)hidrthe hol, firclinthetimeof Nabuchadoweſer. 


- Heere weaſcended from the valley toa bill fideqwhich lye 


eth juſt Sourh from Mount Syo», but there is a great 
valley berweenc, called Gebinnon,and there they ſhewed 
methe place where the Apoſtles hid themſclues,being a 
Caue in a Rock. Aſcending higher hence,they brought me 
tothe field, or rather,to be more rightly termedthe Rock, 
where the common burial! _ is for itrangers, being the 
very ſame(as they ſay )which was bought with the 30 pces 
ces of filuer, that {=das recciued asthe price of his Mas 
ſter , which place is called Ace/dema, and is faſhioned as 
followeth. It hath 3 holes aboue,, ard on the (ide there is 
a vent, at the ypper holes they ve tolet duwne the dead 
bodjes,tothe eſtimation of fome fifty foot downe, 
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Inthis- place I ſaw two bodies, new or very lately ler 
downe,and:vokingdowne(tur by reaſon of the three great 
holes aboue, where the dead bodies liey it is very light) [ 
recciued ſuch aſtuour into my head, as 1t made mee very 
ſicke, foe that I was glad to entreate the Friers togoc noe 
fvrther, bur to returue homero theFity. 

Soe heere we went through the valley of Gehin ow ,and 
at the foot of Mount Syen(hauing a little bottle of water 
which I brought from the Poole $:/») I dranke,and refted 
there an houres ſpace, catinga few Raiſins and Oliues 
which we brought with vs from /er»/alcm in the mor- 


ring. 

Aﬀer I had well reſted and refreſhed my ſelfe,we began 
to aſcend Mount Syor,, and alittle way vp the hill they 
ſhewed me the _ where Peter hauing denicd Chrift & 
hearing the Cock crow, went out and wept. 

Aſcending higher,they ſhewed me the houſe where the 
Virgin Mary dwelt, which was nere vnto the Temple : 


the uw brought meto the place where the Iewes ſerting. 


on the blefſed Virgin Mary to take her, ſhe was conveyed 
away by mirace. 


Hence,wee went to the houſe of Caiphas,which was ſome: 


what higher vpon Mount = , & there I ſaw the priſon 
wherein our Sauiour was detained. Paſſing on ftill hig- 
her,they guieeI me toa little Chappell whichis kept by the 
Armesia»;,wherinto cntring,at thehigh Altar they ſhow- 
ed me the ſtone which was vpen our Sauiours Sepulchre 
' (as rhey ſay )and it isnecre to'theplace where Peter deny- 
ed Chriſt : for there they ſhewed mee the Piller whereon 
the Cock ſtoed when he crowed. 
Hence was I broughtto the place where our Sauiour 


made his laſt Supper, and thence I came where the holy. 


Ghoſt deſcended vpon the Apoſtles : whence paſling on, 
they ſhewed 'mce the place where Chriſt appeared to his 
Diſciples rhe eighth day after his ReſurreRion, where S. 
Thomas delired tofte his wounds = bs 
ere 
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| Neere to this place vpon Mount Syeu,the Virgin Mary 


died, &hard by,they ſhewed me a place bought by the Pope 


of the Turkes, for the buriall of the Exropecn Chriſtians , 
becauſe he wou!d not have them caſt into Areldema : they 
told vs that the yeare before, 5 Eugliſhmen were buried in 
the place, whether by the Frierspoyſoningthe,or howſoeuer 
cl{e it hapened, but wee thought it ſtrange that all 5 ſhould 
dic together in one weeke. Thence came we to the houſe of 
Anxas the high Prieft , which is now buta paire of very 
old wals, and nothing clfe of it to bee ſeene : but atthe ſide 
of one of the walls is an old Oliue tree, wheretothey told 
methat our Sauiour was faſt bound: ind demanding a fur- 
ther reaſon thereof, they ſaid that when hee was brought 
vnto his houſe, Anz, being aſleepe,hispeople wou!d nor 
awake him : ſo during their time of ſtay, they bound him 
tothe ſaid Oliue tree, and when hee awaked,then hee was 
brought in and examined, 

Departing hence toward the South-gate of the Citie 
which Randeth' likewiſe vpon Mount Syen, weealightcd 
from our Aﬀes, and entring, Inoted it well : for 1 had 
ſcene three of the fouregates. 

And being deſirous to ſethe North-gate alſo,t hey brought 
me to the ChureHKof S. Thomas, which is within rhe wall 
all ruinated: then tothe Church of S. Marke,where Prrer 
came being deliuered out of priſon by the Angellthat brake 
openthe gate. Then they ſhewed me the houſe of Febede- 
#r,whence we caine tO a p'acc kept by the Hba ſſiyes and 
there aſcending firſt by a darke way, led or by a line or 
cord , wee attained to ahigh place necre ro the JFrpalchra 
SanF4, where I paid two peeces of filuer to goe,gnd being 
entred, Tdemanded what place it was? the {are (quoth 
they) where Abrabam would haue facrificed his fon 1/aac, 

Thence went we tothe priſon where S.Perep and Sant ' 
John were,being thenext doo:ero the priſon-wherin T was 
but before : which made me the ſorrier, that it was not my

Onthe morrow bcing the 28,day, car'y inrhe morning, 
we tooke our Aſl*s,riding forthut the Weſt gate, throug 
which I firſt entred, and paſſing on South-ward, wee 
Icft Mount Sy2» on the left hand:at the foote wherevf they 
ſhewed me the houſe of Vriab,and the Fuuntaine where 
Beerſbcba waſhed her ſelfe , when King Daxid eſpyed her

Thence went we to theplace wherethe Angell cook vp 
Abacuck by the haire of the head, to carry mcat to Daniel! 
m the Lyons den. Next came wee tothe place where the 
wile inen found the Star when ir was loſt, and then where 
the Virgin Mary reſted her felfe vndera tree,as (hee came 
trom Bethleem to leraſalem, which tree they ſtill repa:ra 
by ſ:rtivng anothercloſe to the root of it.

Thence we went to an old ruinated houſe, whichthey 
rold me was /acobs:which may the better appeareto be ſo, 
for in the field theretoadioyning,isthe tomb of Rachel, [ae 
cobs wife:and ſome two miles | oe this tombe jsa towne 
1a the (ime field called Bethbe/nla, the inhabitants whereof 
arcall Chriſtians, , ; 

Inthis grext field (being betweene lern/alemand Beth- 
kem)did lic the campe of Senacherib when he beſieged Te- 
rr:{a/ems, From hence werode to the ficld, where the _ 
þ: ought tidiags of great ivy to the Shepheards,which is 
two milcs from Berhleems;and thence werode to Betb/rems 
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torche Monaſtery, wherein were ſome rec Friers; whe 
welcomed me very kindly , aud brought me firſt into 4 

eat Church, rheninto large entry, wherein I ſaw the 
name of M. Hugh Stapers rwile ſer ; one aboue another, 
and betweene them boch 1 ſet my name. 

Then they guided mee downe the ſtaires intoa vault, 
where was a C we ſet. m theplace of our Saujours 
Natiuity , enciofing both it and the Manger whercin 
Chriſt was laid,and alſo the place where he was preſented 
with gifts by the wiſe men. 

Ouerthis Chappe'l isa great Church, built by Queene 
Heleva mother to Conflantine the great (as they ſay) and 
further,I ſaw Fucrs Tombes of holy menand others. 

Going vp tothe top of the Church,1 ſaw vpon the leads 
the. name of M.. Hugh Stapers againe ingrauen , which 
made me looke the carneſtlier tor ſome other Englifh- 
mens names ; but finding none, Ixgraued doywne my name 
and, came away: then went wee in and dincd with the 
Fryers. | 

After dinner, they brought me to a place where the . 
Virgin Mary hid her {elfe, when ſearch was made to kill 
the Children,

peeces of Gold for my dinner,and my company with mee,

| Fiſh, 
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Firſt, I noted hanging withour the gate, at the leaſtzoo 
lines or ſtrings , and in the gate isa great hole , whereasa 
little child may cafily creepe in : whereof demanding the 
reaſon,they told mee, ,that the hole feruedto giue vicuals 
a*yfor them whichliue within the Church, which areabouc 
3 00 perſons , mt1,and women, all Chriſtians, and there 
they liue continually night and day,, and can hauc nopaſ- 
ſage in or out , but when the Turkes do open the gare for 
ſome Pilgrime : which hapeneth not ſometimes in 14 
daics : wheiefore theſe Chriſtian ligicts in the Church 
have there their whole houſhold,&boorded loggings there 
build 2d for chem. 
The ſtrings before ſpoken of hanging at the gate, haue 
each one a bell, faſtned at the lodgings,and when their ſer- 
uants ( whichare without) bring them any meate , cach 
rings the Bell belonging to his houſhold, ard ſo comeac- 
cordingly ( ezch knowing his owne Bell ) for receipt -of 
their foed. Theſcuerallforts of Chriſtians which I faw 
in this Church, I will in order deſcribe vnto you. | 
Firſt,the.Romanes,tor they bare the greate{t (way of all. 
Secoudly , the Greekes, forthey be next inrumber rothe 
PFomanes, yet little better then flaues ro the TnckeoThird- 
ly, the eArmemans, who haue bin ſo long time ſeruants to 
the Turk,that hauing forgotte their own language, they vie 
all their ceremovics in the eArabran tongue,and fo I heard 
them.The 4** ſorts. of Chriſtians are, Neſtoriavs, whoare 
asſlauesto the Turke , & hauc no other language thenthe 
Arabian.The fift arethe Habaſſines,being people of the land 
of Prefler Iohn.The ſixt are the lacobenes, hat are circumci-. 
ſed Chriſtians, but Naues likewiſe & ſeruants tothe Turke. 
All thefe (Chriſtians in name ) haue bought of the Turke - 
their ſtnerall places in the Church, and by-reemcs for caſe, 
being neter fewer innumber of alltheſe fixe ſorts, then 
250 or 300 «continually there lying, and prayimg after

reaſonable ſubſtance wall ſinke 1nto ir , but fleeting vpon 
it, asa dead Man or Beaſt willneuer goe downe, Afar - 
ther note, that what filth ſocurr is brought into it by che 
Riuer Jordan, or any Other ſubſtance, it fieetch contt- 
nually ypon the water , andbcing toſſed thereon by force 
of the weather, in time it becommeth acongea'ed froth, 
which being caſt yponthe bankes, and there aryed by the 
extreame heate ofche Sun, becommeth blacke like pitch, 
which in that country is called Bitr#men, whereof | hane 
brought ſome with mee from thenee. This Lake is abour 
cight or nine miles broad, and about cighty or a hundreth 
miles long : the length ſtretching from the North, where 
the River lordesn falleth intoir,to the South-ward,and bath 
noe farther iſue. 0

is now built, with alf the aotable places thereia, . and 
necre' vnto the ſame, and the Country abont ;by which 
compariſons you may wee vnderſtand the firmation 
of moſt parts of the places neere_wynto 1t:and rhcereby 
you may perceiue that it was but a ſmallcountry , and 
a verv littleptot of ground, which the 4{-eelzees poſſeſſed 
in the Land of Canaan, which as aow is a very barren 
Country : For - that within fifteene milcs from lerw/a/cm 
the Country is wholly barren, and tull of rockes, and ſto- . 
ny : and ynleſle jr be abont the plame of Jerxcho , I know 
nor any part of the Country at this preſent that is fruit- 
fall : what it hath beene in times paſt, Treferrc yours 
the declaration thereof made in the holy Scriptures : 
My opinion is, that when 1t was fruirfull, aiGa Land 
thar ffowed with Milke and Hony, in thoſe dayes 
God bleſſed it, and that asthen they foilowed hig 
Commandemerts, but now being inbabi.ed by intis 
dcls (that prophanc the name: of Chriſt, and live in all 
filrhy and beaſtly manner ) Godcuſeth ir, and ſo it 
1s made barren : for it isſo barren thatIcould ger no 
bread when I came necre vn it : For that one night 
as 1 lodged ſhort of lernſalem, ataplace calicd in the 
Arabian torgue, Cada Chenaleb, | icnt iny Moore ;o0a 
houſe (not farre from the place where wee bac! pitched our 
Tents ) roget ſome bread, and hee brovght we word that 
there was no bread thererobec had, and that the man of 
that houte did neuer cate bread inal! his life, but oncly 
dricd Dates , nor any of his houſhold : W/kercby you may 
partly perceiue the batrennefle of the Country at this 
day , is oncly as Ifoppole by the curſe that. God layeth 
vpon theſame : for . that rhey vie the Ginne of Sodom and 
Gomorrah very. much in that Country, whereby the 
oore Chriſtians that inhabiretherein, are glad tomar- 
rytheir daughters at/twelue yecresof age y ynto.Chri- 
ftians, leaſt the Turkes ſhou!d rauiſh them ang-; tocon- 
clude, there is not tharfinne in the world ,- but ttis _

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thereamengft thoſe Infidels that now inhabite therein, 
_ andyet ir is called Terra Sanite, & in the Arabian tongue 
Corkes which is the holy Land ,. bearing the name onely 
and no-more-:for all holinefle is cleane baniſhed from 
thence by thoſe Theeues, filthie Turkes and Infidels that 
inbabite the ſame : And hauing my certificate ſealed by the 
| Quadrian, anda lctrer deliuered ynto me, toſhew that 
' Thad waſhed: my felfe in the Riuer of /ordan, Idepare 
red from Terwſalem, in the company of the Moore, that 
holpe toget mee out of priſon, leauing Maſter Edward 
Abbot , Tefferie  Kitbie , Maſter Iohns Elkins, Taſper 
| Tyme , and Maſter Beale , the Preacher ( whomn I 


mer there by chance, not knowing of their comming ) 
behind me in ler»/a/em, and which grieued” mee moſt, 
the Gentlemanof Afrddleborowgh,, called Maiſter Tohn 
Buyrell that TI tnet- withall at Grazd Cayro, that had 
borne mee, company from thence to Iernſarem, forſooke 
mee there; and ſtayed alſoin Irr»/alem with the other 
five Engliſhmen, andioe was Ileftaloneto the mercy 
of my Moore that kept mee company , and neuer left mee 
till Icame to Grayd Cayro. Now what happened vnto 
mee in my trauelling from Ternſalems to Cayrs, andffom 
thence to Alexandria qyhere my ſbip lay,l will heercafter 
declare. hg ds 
Departing from ler»/alem, wee got ſafely to Rama, 
and from thence went to Aſca/on, and foto dts, thar 
' Iyeth vpon the Borders of the Deſerts of Arabia! at orie 
of thoſe rwo places I hoped to haueſome paſſage by wa- 
ter, either to Alexandria or to Pamictta, but Faylin: 
thereof , I was inamaze and knew not what'to docks 
ther I were befttogo backe againe 'to'Tern/alers,” '#+'to 
pur my lelfe deſperately imtothe hands of the Wile A544. 
14xs., to bee by them condaedto Grand Cars 7 one of 
thoſe two courſes I muſt of force take , ſo there wasno 
hope of: paſſage, - and: yer 'T had another hope , but 
t0.no end: ;-wheh' wes -,' that Tſhoutd finde paſſage” tt 
| E ans Joppa, 
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Topps, and for that cauſe I ſtayed at Gazs, andſcne my 
Mooreto Ieppe to ſecke for paflage, but there was none 
ro bee had. At laſt conſidering with my ſeife that m 
haſt into Egypt was great ; for 1 had lett my man, 
dredin Cayro,with my itocke of one thouſand two: but» 
dred pounds,ard my ſhip lay in rhe roade of Alexandria, 
with ſixty menin her, and whether they would deparr 
without me, orno, I knew not : for that , when I went 
from them to prone Riuer of N«lus to Caro, T had 
nointent to goc for leywſalem , My bulinefle ſtanding at 
that point, was forcedto this extremity, to make away 
all the money T had about mee, anditoput my fclte into 
the handsof two wilde Arabian, that vndertooke tg 
me and my Moovre{ without whom I durſt not gore) 
tothe Citic of Cayro in foure dayes, if [ would pay them 
fourc and twenty Sultans of Gold, when catac tothe 
Meteria neere to Cayre,and vpon that condition, they 
would deliuer mee ſafely there, otherwiſe they faid rhat 
they would carry me priſoner with chem, or elſe cut my 
throate; And ſoeagreeing with them, by my Moore that 
ſpake for mee , and withall warranted mee to goe fafcly, 
wearing that he would not leaue me by any mcanes ; the 
two wilde Arabiors provided twogood Dromida ics for 
vs toride 0n,I& the Moore riding before, and the Arab;- 
an; behind vs, two vpen each Dromidarie, and ſodepar« 
ted from Gaz4,about rwoof the clocke inthe atternoone, 
and rode a hard pace : thoſe kind of beaſts. going fo hard, 
thar within feure houres 1 was fo weary , thar [ deſired 
them to ſuffer mee tolight downe toreſt mee, which wee 
did abour ſixc of theclocke in the wing » and being 
alighted ,. the Ar«biens tyed the Dromidaries two fore» 
feete rogerher; as their manger is, making themknecle 
downe : which done, wee fate downetocate a few Railing 
and Bilker, ſuch as wee carried inour Alfarges ;. bur in 
the meane time, one of our Dromidaries- brake his 
Krings, being bur a ſinall peece of abaſcl}, ſows 
h cke 
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backe againe towards Gaze 3 w on one of the 
thecues rookethe other Dromidari made after hims. 
yntill both hee and the other that broke looſe and ran 
away, were both out of our ſight : then the other dra- 
65a» that ſtayed behind with: vs, ranne after them, and

night ching , ourguides , Dromi 
io belin gone , tres were both in no ſmall feare, whac 
would become of vs : in which caſe, leauiug my Moore 
with my —_ ( wherein wee carryed our viduals ) 
I went vpon the top of a ſandy hill, not fatre fromrhence, 
roſe if I could eſpy our two thceucs ; but ] wasno ſooner 
ypon thetap of the hill, but 1 ſaw foure wilde Arabians 
come running towards mee , from the other ide of the 
ſandy hill : which 1 perceining, ranne in great haſteto 
my Moore, yet Icould not runneo faſt, but one of the 
theeues was at my heeles, and drawing out his ſword, 
bad my Moere deliuer mee voto him;but the Moore made 
himanſwere, and bad him ſearch mee (ſor hee knew well 
that 1 had nothing about mee worth any thing, oncly my 
hairecloth _— and aid further vnto him :this Guazre 

which is as ro ſay as vnabelecuer ) isto bee eon= 

Red to (aro in foure dayes, by rwoof your compani- 


ons, and therewith named themvnto him :whereunts 


they all made anſwereandſayd, that if it weretrue, they 
would doe me no hurt, but if their companions came not 
againe with their Dromidaries, then they would 

vs away with them ; but-within two huures after inthe 
nighttime, my two eArabians cameagainewith their 


 Promidarics, and thenthey were all fellow rtheeucs. - 


And wee gaue themafew Raiſins anda little water , and 
ſodeparted, ard the fourth day at night weecamets 
4 place where the Ar«b5ans had Tents, and there they 
ce mee ſome Camels milke, and beheld me ſo carneſtly, 

as if they had neuer ſecnc awhite man before. From * 
thence wee departed , and the next night wee cameto 
"Re E 2 f{Salbia, 
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Sulhieorhere being fore ſhaken inmy body; (notwithftang 


£2 ding! was rotted with: rollers) I'was conſtrained to gue; 


 oner myDromidariegand to get Horſes, which they procu+ 
red there of ſome of their acquaintance, This Dromidary is 
a kinde of beaſt like vnto a Camell, but it hath a /efſer head 
anda very-ſmall necke, but his legges are as long, and there- 
is no moredifference betweenea Camell and a Dromidary 
thenthereis betweene a Maſty-dogand a Greyhound:thoſe. 
 beaſtseate bur lirrle,and drinke lefic,for they dranke net as 
longas I'was withthem ; andit is ſayd, that they will not 
drinke in cight or ten daics together,but cannot abſtaine 
ſoe long from meate. And by this you may ſee,that I was as- 
farre infourcdaies, as I was going .in rwelaedaies beforet 
Tthinkea good Horſe will run as taſt,but not continue it ; 
their pace is a reaching trot,but very hard and quick. 

/ From the edge ot S«/hia, which is ypon the Eaſtſide 
of Gezar, Itooke Horſe : But the reaſon why the eArabi- 
ens didgranteo get mee Horſes, was not becauſe they pit- 
tied mee for my wearineſle,but for that they durſt nor goe 
any.neerer tothe inhabited Country with their Dromi- 
daries,and there one of them ſtayed , and the other went 
with meeto Meteria;, from whence] ſent my Moore to 
Cajro,tofcrch me their hire-, and there I payd them that 
ler merhe horſes, ſixe peecesof Gold, and gauethe two 
wild «Arabian; twenty foure peeces of goid, andthere- 
withthay dcliuered mee in ſafety into the cuſtody of my. 
Moore,within three miles of the City Cayro, where I was 
welcome. by the Conſul and others there refident, and 
there tabs honeit Moore ſixe peeges of Gold, and 
bought diners prouiſions for him to furniſh him in his 
Inn in wich journey, 8s hee returned againe

InCqjrol Rayed two dayes, and the ſeauenth night 
aftcr I came to Bu/lack,and there tooke boare, and in three 
daycs I gotdowne the Riucrof Nilng ro Rrferta , and 
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there taking herſe witha Lensz.ari4,1 fell into greater dat- 
er then any I had during my journey ; tor that between 
. Towne and Alex4naria,there w erediuerſe great Iawe- 
z4ries that came from Conflantinepleythar were newly lan= 
ded at Alexandria,who hauing tyred their horſes, would 
haue taken our two Mules from vs,which my lax;ſarie re- 
faſed them, and therewith drew our bis ſword, and they

bands vpon me, foure of them beat mce cruelly,and draue 
me tothe paſſage that was hard by, and there would haue 
killed me, which my Tavizere perceiuing, and ſeeing that 


nothing could appeaſe them butour two Mules, after hee 


had beene ſore wounded, hedclinered them vnto the orher 
Ianizaries,or elſe 1 had rhere beene ſlgine,after my leng and 
wearie journey, being within five miles of my ſhip , "that 


lay in the Roade at Alexandria: and ſoc hee being (ore- 


wounded, and I well beaten, at laſt we got to the gates of 


Alexandria, but it was foe lare that wee could norget in, 


but were forced to ſtay all char night (till morning).
